Bluebikes Update 


First stations installed and operational 9-10-20 
(Linwood St & Railroad Lot) 

Next stations installed on 9-15-20 at Mass 
Ave/Grafton and Broadway/Grafton 

Thorndike Field/Magnolia Park/Bikeway 
station installed 10-15-20 

Mass Ave/Broadway station won't be installed 
this season due to delays & too close to winter 

Just over 1,000 trips recorded so far

Capital Funding for Bicycle Parking 


Annual Town Meeting approved $25,000 capital funds for 
bike parking in FY 2021 

Partly as follow up to revised bike parking zoning bylaw and 
Bike Parking Guidelines 

Initial locations recommended: 

— Ed Burns Arena/Recreation Offices 

— Hill's Hill playground (right off the Bikeway) 

— Bishop Elementary School 
— Pub l ic Works offic e s * 

— Buzzell Field and playground 

— Magnolia Field and playground 

• *Public Works Offices location will not be pursued right now due to 
ongoing plans for renovation

Bikeway Study Initiative 


$20,000 in funds from CPA for Minuteman Bikeway 
study to be approved by Special Town Meeting (Article 
24) 

DPCD will use funds to procure the services of a 
consultant to conduct a planning study that will include 
community goals, priorities, and an implementation 
plan; consultant will in particular assist with developing 
corresponding conceptual designs with preliminary 
cost estimates that are actionable, and serve as the 
basis for future grant applications 

— Possible for additional funds to address 

placemaking/wayside locations proposed by resident for 
FY 2022 



Bikeway Study Initiative 


Study points likely to include: 

- Safety issues 

• Entrances/Access points to Bikeway, intersections, 
accessibility 

• Lighting 

• Path widening 

- Drainage and environmental issues 

- Placemaking/waysides for stopping & resting activity 

- Art opportunities and locations
